Anstro-German Affairs. 
BISMARCK AND ANDRASSY. 

LONDON, September 23.—A dispatch from 
Vienna says the conference between Bismarck 
and Andrassy has resulted in an agreement 
that German and Austrian interests in all pend- 
ing Kuropean questiens are identical, and that 
the condition of Europe is such as will leave 
no doubt that the two empires. will 
be able to assert those interests peacc- 
ably. A correspondent ut Berlin 
says the nature or aim ofthe supposed nego- 
tiations is still uncertain. The correspond- 
ent, however, thinks there ‘can be no doubt 
that the expressions of certain Russian news- 
papers about the occupation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina have contributed in a high cegree 
to bring about the consolidation of interests of 
the whole group of German-speaking people 
which is believed to be proceeding. In 
Vienna uanoccasioned and monstrous plans 
of Pan-Slavism can only be met by a firm and 
unmistakable attitude of watchfulnes, which 
is by nomeansto be understood as an un- 
friendly one towards Russia herself. Prince 
Bismarck, indeed, by showing, while waiting 
forthe most desirable changein the direction 
of Russian foreign affairs which is already 
spoken of and looked tor, that he is prepared 
for war, takes most effectual means to secure 
peace. 

BISMARCK’'S VISIT TO ANDRASSY 
is merely designed to showthe cordiality and 
unity of views of the two statesmen, and Count 
Andrassy in al) probability will retire from his 
present office only to become the third great 
Chancellorin Europe, while Baron Haymerle 
will fillin Austria the specialist role filled in 
Germany by Count Von Bulow. Bis- 
marck atter the Berlin Congress 
had two Chancellor candidates in view. 
If he has not succeeded in Russia, where 
Gortechakoff’s age protects him from any 
change, he will atleast succeed in Austria, 
and Count Schouvaloff is still young enough 
to wait for his turn patiently.

The prices of wheat have 
up with immense rapidity for the past 
month. Four weeks ago the quotations were 
2%, cents tor cash wheat as a bottom and 94 
cents for December. From that time there has 
been ad steady rise Some days 
there mignt be no increase, but on 
others there would be an advance of 1,2 or 
cents. To-day the most violent fluctuation oc- 
curred, whenthe price advanced 6 cents per 
bushel, and to-day’s quotations are $1 12% for 
cash wheat and $1 16% for December. Of 
course this sudden rise has created a commo- 
tion amongst the dealers. 

The advance is bused on the 
crop in Europe and the probable 
demand on this country tor 
its surplus. The newspapers have 
lor weeks past contained accounts ot the disas- 
trous condition ofthe wheatcrop in Europe, 
and hence the gradual rise in value commenc- 
ed. It is estimated that the necessities of 
Europe will be about 225,000,000 bushels, and 
it is improbable that this country can supply 
more than 140,000,000 or 150,000,000 bushels.

We have been told very often, and somewhat 
ostentatiously, by the resident and his Secre- 
‘tary, that good times aré coming, and with an 
air which seems to claim the credit of having 
produced them.
